CAPT. WHISLER GOT $62,826. 


Kansas City’ Banker Will Make 
Good Loses at Camp Funston. 


CAMP FUNSTON, Kan., Jan. 15.—An 
official check of the funds of the Army 
Bank of Camp Funston shows Captain 
Lewis Whisler stole $62,826.21 when he 
robbed the bank last Friday night, slay- 
ing four men with an axe and injuring 
a fifth.

The bill as introduced is intended to

The Food Administrator had under 
consideration a prerosal to seek legisla- 
ticn Which would. fix the prices. of all 
the staples that go on the average man’s 
table, But the difficulties of enforcing 
such an act were so- great that the 
plan Was dbandoned.

‘Leyer Explains the Measure. 


In explaining ihe measure Representa- 
tive Lever gaid: 

“ The. bill is egpeciall, .imed at hotels, 
restaurants, and dining ours—public eat- 
ing places. In such establishments, I 
should think, probably 50 yer cent. of 
the food of the country is consumed, 
and it is in such places that we find the 
greatest waste. There should be power 
in the hands ‘of the Food Adniinistration 
to fix the portions of the yital necessi- 
ties that may be served to any individ- 
ual.¢ There is absolutely no excuse for 
any hotel carrying on its bill of fare for 
service ‘to ene person a / steak which 
would cost $8 or $1U0—the waste is too 
great. We hope also in this bill ta see 
to it that all classes of people, rich or 
poor, are ‘treated alike.

Statement of the Last Allied Bazaar} 
Issued by Its Chairman, 


John Moffat, .Executive Chairman of 
the. Manegement Committee of ‘‘ Hero 
Land,” made publiclast night a state- 
ment of the receipts and disbursements 
of the war benefit bazaar which showed 
net profits of $571,488.86. The general 
expenses were given as $242,978,51. 

Mr. Moffat's statement said: ‘‘ ‘ Here 
Land’s* net profits after payment of 
expenses of every kind exceed $571,000, 
constituting @ = world’s record for any 
allied bazaar.”’ The ‘statement con- 
tinyed : .

Next year billions of street car fares 
will be paid by riders in this city, 
The billion. figure was first reached 
in 1903, and last year it. was prac- 
tically doubled, the exact figures be- 
ing 1,918,812,226. . The yearly varia- 
tions are between the limits of. a 
decrease of 6,571,680 in 1915—the 
enly decrease on jrecord—and a max- 
imum increase of 128,845,272 in 1910. 
The great surges of business this in- 
dicates are.due to such incidents’ as 
the bringing. into use .of new facil- 
ities or the reduction of accommoda- 
tions by railway strikes. 

.Last year ten new lines. were start- 


ea, and this year there will be twelve 


more links opened, That wil! mark 
the. approximate. completion of the 
subway system, which has cost ‘the 
city more than the Panama Canal 
cost the nation, and which involved 
more difficult engineering feats.. ‘The 
hugeness of the Panama Canal exca- 
vations was its chief characteristic, 
the -work otherwise ._ being along 
familiar engineering lines. The sub- 
way work presented new problems 
constantly, many. of them of ‘great 
complexity and. difficult.

$17.19, representing twenty, times as 
many rides for $43 nickels. Of

tomed business pay a great many 
more nickels, and they are especially 
interested in the opening of subway 
links which give them 3s dime’s ride 
for half price. , The effect upon the 
subway revenues is more doubtful 
than upon the pockets of the riders. 
The city as proprietor will not neces- 
sarily suffer. There is a prospect 
that the number of rides will increase, 
and there is a certainty that hun- 
dreds of square miles of potato fields 
will raise a crop of population and 
taxes, paid by citizens who have 
heretofore strayed. from their proper

“Phe difference between:a mere empire, 
even an autocratic empire like the Rus- 
sia of Cadr Nicholas, and an ‘‘ empire 
on a’ Prussian basis,” is momentous. 
America, and the Allies are not fighting 
a@ mere German Empire, but “the Ger- 
man Empire on a Prussian basis,’’ Were 
that fact and what it means kept stead- 
ily ‘in mind, no ‘intelligent man ‘could 
be a pacifist or entertain for a moment 
any proposition looking toward a peace 
remotely . resembling that proposed by 
the presént German rulers. . The history 
of Prussia, her governmental system in 
theory» and. in practice, the teaching of 
her scholars and of her writers on the 
‘philosophy of the State; and the reiter- 
ated declarations of her publicists. and 
‘spokesmen in all walks of life but echo 
the declaration dinned into my ears in 
my student days in Berlin a third of a 
century ago—“ Prussia is. a’ military 
State.””. And what is a military State? 
A military State is a State-the avowed 
primary purpose of which is to wage 
aggressive war; it is a State in which 
militarism “is .supreme and all other 
-functions of the State are subservient 
to. the military. ‘“The. German Empire 
on a Prussian basis” is such a State. 
That is the tremendous fact that Paul- 
sen named, 

Now such a State is a perpetual men- 
ace to its neighbors: and to every other 
nation on the face of the earth, large 
or small. The Kaiser’s constant threat 
of the mailed fist,. shining armor, and 
gleaming sword, and the record of Ger- 
many’s diplomacy and intrigue in every 
quarter of the globe abundantly reveal 
this. Take asa single illustration Ger- 
many's treatment “of the United States 
in the Dewey incident at Manila, the 
Venezuela incident, the threat to Gerard, 
the attempt to embrojj us with Japan, 
and her numberless other acts menacin 
our peace. 

If, therefore, the téGone would end 
war, there must be an end fo this stand- 
ing menace of war—‘‘ the German Em- 
pire. on a Prussian basis.” If they 
would have enduring peace they must 
remove this perpetual obstacle to peace. 
If they do not wish the world to be- 
come permanently an armed camp, and 
saddle’ upon themselves, in self-defense, 
a militarism that will match Germany’s, 
they must carry on thé war, regardless 
of its cost in blood and treasure, ‘until 
“the German Empire on a Prussian 
basis" ceases to exist by becoming 
either free or powerless. Mr, Balfour's 
phrase, ‘(a Germany free or powerless,” 
states |the only possible alternatives. 

‘All statements of war aims are beside 
the mark that do not put this as the 
fundamental and irrevocable aim. It is 
to the ehduring ‘credit of President Wil- 
son that in no important utterance on 
the war since we entered it has he failed 
to'-name_ this aim. In° his) address ‘to 
the Congress : ‘im April, in his message 
to Russia, (May 26,) in his Plag Day ad- 
dress, (June 14,) in-his reply to the 
Pope, (Aug. 27,) in his Buffalo Labor 
Convention address,. (Nov. 12,) in his 
message to the Congress, (Dec, 4,) and 
in his recent address to the same body, 
(Jan. 8,) it will be found, Its best state- 
ment is in the reply to the Pcpe: 

The object of this war 18 to deliver 
the free peoples of the world from the 
menace and the actual power of a vast 
military ‘establishment, controlled by an 
irresponsible Government, which * * * 
ynow stands balked but not defeated, the 
enemy of four-fifths of the world, 

Mr. Asquith and Lloyd George have 
not failed to emphasize the same, aim, 
and every responsible spokesman of 
France and of Italy has done likewise. 
What the common citizen should do is 
to back his spokesman by keeping 
this fundamental aim constantly in mind 
and perpetually reiterating it: ‘‘ The 
German Empire on a~Prussian basis is 
@ menace to the world and must cease 
to exist; Germany must becore free or 
powerless; German militarism must be 
discredited and disowned for all time.”’ 

And it goes withott saying that if 


wrest the power of the State from the 
military’ autocracy, subordinate the mil- 
itary and the war-making power to the 
civil, and establish ‘a Government gen- 
uinely responsible to the German peo- 
ple, Germany, must. be so crippled from 
without that her militarism and military 
autocracy will be forever defeated and 
reridered powerless for further harm.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. — General 
Pershing. today sent to the “War De- 
partment the longest list of casualties— 
mostly natur@l deaths—received from 
him “since:‘the American expeditionary 
force reached France. Exclusive’ “ot two 
engineers who lost their lives as @ résult 
of the action at Cambrai on Nov. 30, 
there Were thirty-seven soldiers in to- 
day’s death list. 

Of the thirty-nine deaths twenty-six 
were due 'to pneumonia. Suggestions | 
that’ the members of the expeditionary 
force in France are not properly clothed 
are. resented in the War Department, 
where officials insisted today that every. 
man'sent to France had sufficient warm 
Winter clothing. The heavy death list 
from’ pneumonia is attributed to the 
severe Winter weather in France. .

LEAVE FOR PERSHING’S MEN. 


One Week for All After 
Months of Service. 


WITH THE AMERICAN. ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Jan. 14, (Associated Press. )— 
Regulations governing the granting of 
leaves to men who have been or will be 
at the front are made in a general order 
today. Officers and men in good stand- 
ing will be entitled to seven days’ leave, 
excluding the time.spent in traveling, 
after. four months of service in France. 

This period is not as long as that 
given by the French, but is the same as 
that in operationin the early days of 
the war in the French Army. It is as- 
sumed that after the Americans’ have 
been through long and difficult service 
the period will be lengthened. Because 
of French military requirements and 
other considerations, leaye to go to 
Paris will be available only by special 
arrangement, so that the number of 
Americans in the capital at any given 
time will be limited. 

It is announced that leave-zone limits 
are being established and will be de- 
fined within a@ month. The regulations 
will apply to. civilian employes as well 
as soldiers. 

In cgnnection with the issuance of this 
order, it was disclosed that the Amer- 
ican, troops in France will soon be intro- 
duced to permissionnaire trains, which 
will carry men to the leave zoncs; 
of which will be.to thé south of. the 
army zone. Orders regarding the time 
of return of men on leave and their con- 
duct will be particularly strict. Upon 
the manner of compliance with these 
regulations depend many factors ree 
lated to later leave arrangements.

Tamniany is run on exactly the same 
principle, and it is still in full blossom, 
whereas the New York Tammany has 
been hard hit by the-elections of the last 
ten years, and has had many of its most 
ploturesque features shorn off. 

“The New York Tammany is Dem- 
ocratic, the Philadelphia. Tammany is 
Republican, but that is merely because 
the preponderance of voters belong to 
those purties; neither of them hag any 
political principles. The principle of 
both, the backbone, is the’ principle of 
the Caliphate. 

“A few weeks ago there died in 
Philadelphia a typical Tammany. boss, 
Jim McNichol. Years ago there was a 
sreat coal faming, caused by a strike 
in the anthracite regions. MeNichol, 
who was then a ward boss in Philadel- 
phia—what we call a district leader in 
New York—got some coal and ordered 
his lieutenants to deliver it te poor peo- 
ple in the ward who couldn't get any. 
When they reported regress, ‘he asked 
if they had civen anp to @ qgrtain poor 
widow. 
= * No, and you bet she won't get any,’ 
said one of tha sub-bosses. 

“*T want some sent to her,’ 
McNichol. ‘ She needs it.’ 

‘“‘The subaltern could hardly. believe 
his.ears. ‘ Why, chief,’ he,expostulated, 
‘have vou forgotten that her two sons 
are agin the organization?’ 

‘““* Are you going to put me to the 
trouble of taking that oeoal there my- 
self?’ asked McNichol. . The. debate 
ended and the coal was delivered, but 
the incident was never forgotten ih the 
ward. 

“About a dozen years ago the boss 
of the Philadelphia Tammany. was 
Israel W.: Durham, ‘one of the most in- 
teresting bosses In political history. The 
machine in his day was founded on the 
salaries of officeholders, each of whom 
paid a. specified portion of it to the 
organization, and the distribution was 
directed absolutely by the will. of Dur- 
ham. You can gee that no pasba was 
more a monarch than Durham. The 
reason ¥ have mentioned him is so 
that I can illustrate the workings of 
this Little Father system which is the 
backbone of al] Tammanys, whether in 
New York or elsewhere, 

‘“‘Durham established headquartera 
openly in the Betz Building, in the heart 
of the business, section, and there, 
punctually at 1i o'clock every morning, 
he would arrive to give his orders for 
the government of Philadelphia. It was 
perfectly undisguised; it was far more 
open than the office of the nominal 
Mayor. When he. arrived there each 
morning he would find contractors 
waiting to ask that city contracts be 
given them, officials waiting for in- 
structions about how to conduct: the 
city’s business during the day, politi- 
cians with problems from their wards. 
He would find them waiting for him ‘in 
the street afd in the halls, and would 
listen’ to each and decide his case in a 
few words. 

** Onee a priest was waiting there for 
him. His church was caring for three 
children whose mother-was a morphine 
victim. She needed treatment, and the 
priest wanted Durham to send her to a 
hospital which treated such cases. 

“*Why don’t you see the hospital 
authorities?’ asked Durham, 

““*T have,’ said the priest, ‘ but they 
‘won't take ber without. money, and she 
hesn't any.’ \ 

“* Oh; they’ won't,’ said the Little 
Father. ‘Well, I'll see that they ‘do.’ 
And they did, 

** Again, Durham, rusticating at Lake 
Placid, heard of an orphan girl who 
was trying te support five little broth- 
ers and sisters and needed help. The 
Boas wives his Secretary, *Giye the 
girl §290 for me and make every ‘leader; 
officeholder, and contractor who comes 
in the office today give up, too.’ And 
they did; therc was no escape. 

**On another occasion one of the ma- 
chine found a neighbor of his, a church 
member, in sreat tribulation because a 
saloon was about to be opened next 
door to his heyse, He could st sige 
to. move, he had children grow up, 
and saloons were his abomination. ‘I'll 
‘meq Durham. about it;' said hig friend, 
fhe pelitician, ‘He wen't help me,’ 
saiq the churchman, gloomily; ‘I've al- 
ways voted against you people.’ But 
his friend did see Durham, and the 
pasha said, after listening te the story 
of the caurchman’s woe, ‘ They don’t 
really need a saloon there anyhow; tell
